They amount 
to about 600 so England, 30 io Scotland, and 5 im 
ireland. Besides charging interest on discounts 
or overdrawn accounts, many of those hceased 
banks charge comrmnssion tor services rendered 
m the collection of notes, the payment of bills, 
transmission of money, etc. any of them al- 
tow reduced interest on deposits; but the failures 
ot banks occurring so frequently, few are wil 
ling to entrust them with deposits. Their nomi- 
nal capital is generally twice or thrice that paid 
up; and the provincial banks formerly labo: 





The Bank of Amsterdam was established in 
1659, as a deposit bank; and the payments were 
usually made by trausferring accounts of undi- 
viduals. Although it should therefore alw 
have had bullion equal to its liabslities, the di- 
rectors oar upwards of 10 milion florins to 
the states of Holland aud Friesland; and the 
bank was therefore ruuwed on the invasion of 
Hollaod by France. 

The Bauk of the Netherlands was established 
in Isl4, on the model of the bauk of England 
its exclusive privilege to issue notes being for 

years. The capital ws 10 milion florins—the 
king heiding one tenth of the shares. ‘The stock 
is worth 25 per ceat. premium ex-dividend. 

The Bank of Hamburg is a deposit bauk. Bee 
deposit must be made io bullion vuly, of 
tain fineness; and that is re-issued al an increas 
ed charge of about § per cent. premium. It ad- 
vances money on jewels to three-fourths their 
value; and the city is chargeable for all such 
pledges —wluch may be forfeited and sold with- 
in a lumited time, for the benefit of the poor.—

bles. It receives deposits in cain or bullion 
under certam restricuions; and allows interest 
on them in the same wa It has a transfer de- 
vartment for deposits, like that of the Hamburg 
S nk. It lends money ou deposits of domestic 
produce. Its property « protected against at 
tachment, taxation or abenation, and the go 
vernment cannot call oo it for apy loan. The 
Russian autocrat appears to have kaown the 
value of forego capital and has therefure pot
